niftration. Of this the Reign of that excellent Prince 
King William Ul. (to whom, uader God, we owe 
our prefent Freedom, and whole Memory will ever 
be dear to all the Friends of Liberty) is a memorable 
Inftance. How was thas Great Prince difirefe’d, and 
our Publick Affairs ¢ afs'd, by the Oppofition he 
met with from a reftlefs and implacable Faction, not- 
withflanding the Adminittration had then the fame 
Number of Seats in Parliament as now ; yet all their 
Influence could not fem the Torrent of Faétion, 
which forc’d that Prince into fome irre Methods
